traders that protection will cripple aud des- 
troy the foreign trade of a country. 
Were 


this statement correct, it wnuld be of sec 
ondary importance to a prosperous domestic 
trade, which in this country is of five times 
the value of the foreign. 
But facts show 


that this assertion ia but one other free- 
trade fallacy. 
France, by protecting her 


homo manufactures, has increased her com- 
merce to a remarkable extent. 
In the year 


1847 
the imports of France were S255,- 


000,000 and the exports 8205,000,000.— 
In 1856, the imports bad increased to 
8431,000,000 and the exports to 8433,000,- 
000, of which S31l,000,000 consisted of 
the manufactures and produce of France.— 
So, too, is it with the highly protected 
Belgium, her exports having grown from 
8156,000,000 iu 1828 to 8375,000,000 iu 
1856. 
So, again, is it with the still more 


highly protected Sweden, her exports hav- 
ing been 813,000,000 in 1831 and 834,- 
000,000 in 1853. So, too, tbe almost pro- 
hibitive Spain, the amount of exports in 
1827 having been but $72,000,000 where- 
as they were §166,000,000 in 1852.—New 
Orleans Bulletin.
